shot hrm through the hand in yes- 
terday's raid, passed completely 
through- Nitti's body. 


While the "enforcer" of Capone 


gang vengance was fighting for his 
life, the science of criminology mus- 
tered its resources to determine just 
what was the secret that Nitti risk- 
ed bullets to Mde. The signal for 
the pistol duel in the La Salle- 
Wacker building yesterday -was 
Nitti's attempt to swallow scraps of 
note paper. 


These notes wereretrieved, and to- 


day photographs were taken with 
violet Tay of the reconstruction bits 
of paper, to 'bring rout clearly -the 
all but obliterated pencilrinarks. 


Unintelligible portions were put 


together, during the night. Parts of 
it read: ^'Bob/pro—Sat—:20 p. m. 

CJohn < Pope?) if 
tMs party—" Pope, perhaps referred 
to by the initials, watf one of the 
six arrested' in the "gang rendez- 
vous with Nitti.

guard at a hospital, lest friends of 
Nitti try vengeance for the gang- 
ster's wounds. His arm wound was 
painful but not dangerous.

His father-in-law,

Ronga, denied admittance to the 
hospital last night, was allowed to 
see Mm and bring a message from 
the gunman's wife.

volved wi'" him in the slaying. She 
is charged also with conspiracy to 
defraud and being an accessory be- 
fore and after the fact of extortion. 


Three men whom Tylius was said 


by authorities to have named as Ms 
accomplices in the slaying were re- 
leased. The plot against Wilson was 
exposed when Tylius went into 
court at Kenosha in an effort to col- 
lect from Wilson's estate on notes 
totaling about $40,000 which the real 
estate dealer was forced to sign af- 
ter he was lured to a farm he own- 
ed near Lodi, Wis.

By this operation, if 
it can successfully be achieved, the 
government would gradually be 
able to take a large part of the pub- 
lic debt which is now in the banks 
out of their hands and, distribute it 
among the investing public. The 
effect of this would be to reinforce 
the open market policy of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System and increase 
the surplus funds of the banks 
available for investment and thus 
to furnish additional pressure for a 
resumption of commercial financ- 
ing. 


If such a fiscal program as this 


could be carried out to the next 
year, if it could be begun in the 
next few months with the promise 
of final success, it is as certain as 
anything can be that the beneficial 
effects 
would be wide and im- 


mediate. The Administration which 
carries it out-would command conr 
fidence throughout the nation and 
throughout the world.

The main objective of such a fis- 


cal program is to stimulate what is 
now called a reflation of prices. It 
is the only method, I believe, now 
op6n to us by which tome rise in 
prices can be promoted. For under 
present conditions "any ordinary at- 
tempt at inflation wouM almost cer- 
tainly cause fresh liquidation and 
additional deflation. 


But the American government 


and the American banks cannot 
cure the world crisis by their own 
action alone. The next , necessary 
step is to reconstruct the currencies 
aised in international trade, so"that 
the. depressing effects of unstable 
and depreciating currencies--will be 
removed. This means ^ ~the""~first 
instance that it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the pound sterling 
should be stabilized somewiat^on a 
gold basis. As long as sterling fluc- 
tuates widely, and tends;to' depreci- 
ate, world prices cannot" be sfeble 
and cannot rise.

It is here that the'war debts play 
their biggest role. We may, be sure 
that the British Govprnment will 
not attempt to stabilize sterling on 
gold until the war debts have-been 
revised and reduced to a point 
where they cease to count as an im- 
portant item in the British balance 
:- payments. Because it is so neces- 
sary to stabilize sterling so as to 
provide a foundation on which 
world trade can be carried on and 
Erom which world prices can rise, 


2 final settlement 
of the 
war 
debts is of the utmost interest to the 
American people. 


The simple way to settle the war 


debts finally is with a lump sum, 
which radically reduces the total 
3ebt over the whole sixty years, 
but considerably increases the ac- 
tual cash receipts of'the American 
Treasury in the next two or three 
years. Such a settlement is quite 
feasible, given intelligence and good 
will on both sides of the Atlantic.

If these two matters, the Amer- 


ican budget and the war debts, are 
in hand, then the way will be open 
to those larger reforms to which the 
incoming Administration is pledged. 
They are, principally, a measure 
designed to control 
agricultural 


production and thus to increase the 
value of agricultural commodities; 
a reorganization of the banking sys- 
tem to bring it abreast of other 
:ivilized countries, and the regula- 
tion of public utilities. These re- 
forms look to the future. They must 
be undertaken. But they cannot 
cure or relieve the present crisis. In 
fact they can be successfully carried 
out only under favorable conditions, 
that is to say, with expanding activ- 
ity and in an atmosphere of recov- 
ery. 


The same consideration holds true 
in regard to the whole complex 
question of tariff barriers. 
The 


growth of these barriers to prepos- 
terous heights is the result largely 
of the world financial crisis and the 
terrific pressure upon debtors. As 
that pressure is relieved by a wise 
financial p_olicy, the reduction of 
trade barriers will become easier. 
Moreover, the financial measures 
could be taken promptly, but new 
tariffs and reciprocal trade treaties 
will take a very long time to nego- 
tiate, 
* * * 


Therefore, if we wish to concen- 
trate on what is most possible and 
shall proceed to deal with our own 
budget and with the war debts. In 
so far as we deal effectively with 
these questions, the next questions 
"will be much easier to deal with. 
For the feeling of confidence which 
would follow from a thorough set- 
tlement of the federal 
financial 


problem and from the stabilization 
of sterling would make it necessary 
to go through far less drastic read- 
justments than will otherwise be 
imperative, in the whole realm of 
private debts and wages and fixed 
charges.

"Washington — A question upper- 


most in the minds of most political 
observers in the capital at present 
is whether ffiK in all p-obability, 
last 'lame duck" session of con- 
gress will wind up on March 4 a 
success or failure. 
That period 
just before the 


change of party control in govern- 
ment is an uncertain one. Because 
it must end by law on March 4, 
a 'lame duck" session offers rare 
opportunities to the filibusterer and 
obstructionist. 


Woodrow Wilson became so dis- 
gusted with this sort of thing that 
at the close of the session In 1919 
he charged: 


"A group of men in the senate 
have deliberately chosen, to em- 
barass the administration of gov- 
ernment 
" 


This particular 'lame duck" ses- 
sion had wound up in a grand fili- 
buster- -one feat left a mass of "un- 
finished" legislation in its wake. 
An Example 


A good example of just how de- 
structive such sessions as this one 
can be occurred back in. 1910-11, in 
the administration of President 
Taft For turmoil and filibustering 
it perhaps equals any. 


The celebrated 
Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill had been repudiated by 
the voters the preceding November. 
President Taft's re-election in 1912 
was doomed. 


The "lame ducks" met, passed 
the necessary appropriation bills, 
and then proceeded to go on a ram- 
page. 


First of all they killed the tariff 
board. Approval of the 
constitu- 
tions of New Mexico was block- 
ed. One senator, Bailey of Texas, 
angrily resigned Ms seat because of 
this action and then reconsidered. __ 
In the last hours of the session^ 
Senator Slihu Root smothered a re- 
apportionment bill, and Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts talked to 
death a $50,000,000 pension bill. 
Issues Vital Now 


Whether the last session of the 


72nd will meet a similar fate re- 
mains to be seen. 


There are several things which 
would seem to prevent it In the 
first place the issues Before ^ this 
congress for disposition are so vi- 
tal that it might take a brave man 
to start anything like a filibuster 
waether he be a "lame duck" or an- 
"in."5 


Then, too, there are many repub- 
licans who firmly believe that their 
defeat last November was becausa 
it was a democratic year. When 
things return to their normal state, 
they reason, they'll come back. 
For that reason these men may be 
careful of then: steps in the coming 
months.

Report Says 


Madison—A small portion of Mar- 


inette-co and four townships in- 
cluding the city of Madison "are the 
only parts of the state now under 
Quarantine for rabies according to 
Dr. W. Wisnicky, chief of the divi- 
sion of livestock sanitation of the 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets. The Madison quarantine has 
just been established this week. 


Although for several months dur- 


ing the past summer, no area in 
the state was under quarantine, 
Dr. Wisnicky points out that rabies 
can not be permanently and com- 
pletely eradicated because of two 
situations which exist 


"Dogs and other small aninnaTs 


transported in automobiles in con- 
travention of the state regulation 
occasionally bring in a rabid case 
from, an infected area, "Dr. Wis- 
nicky explains. "In the incipient 
stages, the diseased animal does 
not manifest symptoms, but later 
develops the disease with all its 
traits." 


Wild animals such as wolves, 


foxes, squirrels and others also 
serve as reservoirs for the disease. 
During the past year, Dr. Wisnicky 
reports that several cases of rabies 
were found in foxes in one com- 
munity. One of the foxes attacked 
a farmer and it was necessary for 
Mm to take the Pasteur treatment 
to prevent the development of the 
disease.

Neenah—A 
tree 
transplanting 


project'in which young trees will 
be secured by the city and placed 
where needed in jparks and on 
street terraces, will be Neenah's 
next step to provide work for the 
unemployed, it was decided at a 
mid-monthly session of the common 
council Monday ^evening.

-would provide work for 40 men for 
50 days, it was stated, and §4,000 
of the total outlay would be spent 
for labor. On motion of Alderman 
Harder, an appropriation of $2,500 
was approved to start the work, 
with the suggestion that activities 
begin at Washington park where 
more than 100 trees are needed. 


The T>lan was endorsed by Mayor 


George" Sande as one particularly 
adapted for operation during this 
time of year. Pointing out that 
the more recently undertaken un- 
employment relief jobs are nearing 
completion he said that measures 
to provide work are necessary im- 
mediately.

Samples Prove Purchases 


Often Contain Nox- 


ious Weeds 


Madison—A warning against the 


purchase of bargain seeds without 
checking their quality was issued 
this week by A. L. Stone, director 
of the seed and weed division of the 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets. 
Many samples of bargain 


seeds examined in the state seed 
laboratory 
recently 
have 
been 


found to contain noxious weed 
seeds, sometimes as many as six 
different kinds in a single sample. 


"While supplies of seeds such as 


clover and alfalfa are less plentiful 
than usual, prices are lower than 
they have been for a number of 
years,1' Professor Sione says, "in 
spite of this fact, however, the lack 
of ready money is bound to tempt 
many farmers to try the bargain 
seeds which will be lower in price 
than those offered by their own 
dealers." 


There is no objection to buying 


seeds at the lowest price for which 
they can be obtained providing the 
seed is of good quality, Professor 
Stone explains. He requests farm- 
ers who wish to buy seeds as 
cheaply as th'ey can to send a sam- 
ple in advance to the State Seed 
Laboratory, Agronomy 
building, 


Madison, for an examination. - 
"Such 
examinations are made 


free of charge," he states. "The 
only cost involved will be the post- 
age and farmers will be saved the 
trouble of importing noxious weeds 
onto their farms. 
Some samples 


inspected contain not only noxious 
weed seeds, but large percentages 
of common weed seeds while some 
samples have failed to germinate 
more than 75 to 80 per cent. 


"No farmer can afford to -take 


the chance of having his fields in- 
fested with noxious weeds," Pro- 
fessor Stone declares. "Nor can he 
afford to lose -the whole or part 
of his crop because of poor germ- 
ination of the^seed he plants."
